"If Senator Hill says it wonld he a good 


hVa to send the wpme'n of society away 
IV'im Washington, he is all wrong. Most 
nf tho women In Washington society are 
politicians—the very cleverest politicians. 
Tiiey have a finesse, a delicacy, a keenness j 
ut perception that .DO rude male politician j 
crm ever hope to have. It is impossible for i 
a ru:m who wishes to bo a leader in his ! 
party to .succeed unless ho cultivates the | 
women in Washington society. 
They can j 


acquaint him with points in politics of 
which he would never dream, which tboy 
reach almost intuitively. Besides how in- 
flultely a man gains by being in the society 
of well bred women! I mean outsido-o£ 
politics. Nearly every man who Is.elected 
a senator or a representative is innately a 
gentleman. By associating with the wom- 
en ot Washington society he acquires what 
be lacks—the external evidence of good 
breeding, the polish and manners—and he 
goes home very different from the man he 
was when he went to Washington. 


''So," Mr, Depow concluded, "by all 


means let our public men dine out, say 
once or twice a week. 
By all means let

neighborhood o£ Salud. Consequently, it 
is believed that an important, engagement 
may be taking plncc, timl further infor- 
mation is anxious'-*' expcetetl. 


The next news of impnrttincc is a con- 


flrmatiou of the report from the eastern 
provinces that the insurgent leaders Rabi, 
Joso Muceo, Chongo Rivoro aud ofcht.'rs.at 
llit: head of strong fnrc.es of insurgents 
frimi the province of Puerto Principe are 
moving eastward, apparently with the in- 
tention of re-t'uCorcimr the insurgents now 
operating in the neighborhood of Habana. 


Spinil.ircln Clmnsro Th«ir Tactics. 


The presence of this additional force of 


insurgents moving through the province 
of Santa Clara and in the direction of the 
province of Mutanzas will naturally pre- 
vent the Spanish commanders from send- 
ing into the Habaua district all the troops 
they intendud to draw from Santa Clara 
and Hatanzas, with the intention 
of. 


crush hi jr the insurgents in this vicinity, 
and evciuualJydrlviiit* them into the prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio, westward, until 
they were all caught in a position which 
would enable the Spaniards to either ex- 
terminate them or else farce them to sur- 
render. 


This movement is a serious drawback 


to General Campos, aud he 1ms had to 
meet it by sumline: bacl; toward. Santa 
Clara several columns of troops which 
were on their way through the province of 
Mntunzns to rc-cnforce his forces in this 
vicinity. 


Several Insurgent; bands, numbering 


from TOO to 800 men, are reported to have 
gathered in the provinces of Colon and 
MfU.iin.ziis, and all of these, It Is under- 
stood, will help to swell the Rabi-Maeeo 
forces. In any case, 
ifc does not seem 


possible to deny that the insurrection is 
increasing iii importance every day, and 
practically t-lio whole 
interior 
of 
the 


island, from east to west, with the ex- 
ception of the large towns, is in possession 
of the insurgents. 


It is stated that General Antouio Mncco 


has plundered, San Diego do Xunez, quite 
an important town a little to tho eustward 
and southward of Bahia Honda. There 
Beems no roason to doubt thut'this report 
is true, and it shows that the insurgents 
are extending their operations from tho 
small towns to much larger places in the 
province of Pinar del Hio. 


Tho Spanish version of the attack made

Cepero n PriKcmor. 


The Spaniards made mi important cap- 


ture in the person of Jose Cepero, tho 
second in command of the Cuban column 
commanded by General PLCgo. Ceporo,-it 
appears, was on his way from Cienfuegcs, 
in tho provibco of Santa Clara, to Bata- 
bano, the port south of Habana, with im- 
portant communications from the Santa 
Clara insurgents to Gomez and Maeea. 
The insurgent leader was traveling on. tho 
Spanish steamship Gloria under the imiuo 
of Lorenzo Dupuy, and had papers upon 
him in that name, and showing on their 
faee that he was an American .citizen 
traveling in Cuba on business. 


Among tho officers who carao on "board 


the Gloria at Batabnuo was a certain 
Lieutenant Monusrurlo. The latter and 
Cepero were old acquaintances—Cepcro 
having promised, some time ago, to hang 
Lieutenant Monasteriu at the first oppor- 
tunity for having: pushed Cepero's .insur- 
gents very hotly in a pursuic which the 
Spanish troops under tho lieutenant car- 
ried out in Santa Clara. 


Cepero was arrested, and denied his 


identity, claiming he was Lorenzo Dupuy, 
an American citizen, and threatening his 
captors with the vengeance of tho "United 
States. 
All denials, however, were in 


vain. The lieutenant said: "And so you 
promised to hang me, .Cepero? Well, wo 
will see if we cannot hang yon instead." 


The papers found upon him aro said to 


be of the greatest importance, and will 
probably lu.itl to the arrest of a number of 
prominent; citizens, including several now 
residing in the province of Santa Clara. 


Communication Cut Off. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15. — Tho Western 


Union's central cable office announces 
that all railroad communication with 
Batabano, province of Habana, is inter- 
rupted, thus cutting off all means of com- 
munication south of Habaua. Ic is lin- 
lievedthat this interruption in the south- 
ern lines of communication may be one of 
the results of the battle which is believ cl 
To be in progress in the direction of Solo s., 
not far from Bejueal, both places being mi 
the lines of railroad loading south from 
Habnna, and Bejucal being on the rail- 
road leading to Batabano.

Prospect That Insurgent Victory is 


at Hand. 


HABAXA, Jixn. 15.—The most escltln^ 


noWH from tho frout is iii a shape which 
prevents its itccumcy from being denied. 
The soLiud of uoutiauc'il artillery firing 
was heard yesterday south of Hlncon, not 
fur from 'Bejucal, tlio towu which was at- 
tacked by tlm insurgents Monday, with 
tlie resale that, nccordiux to the official 
statfMiR-iit-of the alTair, they wore forced 
to retreat afrer a heroic resistance upon 
Mio part of the government foree defuad- 
iny that place, the buttle lasting, it is 
churned, five hours. 


But it is admitted that tho insurgents 


plundered stores in th*; outlying streets of 
liejueal, burned a number uE houses and 
destroyed tho railroad depot by lire. Pre- 
vious to tin's they had burned'tho town 
of Salud, quila a liu-ge place, :ind partly 
destroyed Quivican, n smaller place. 


In ppito of-denials, people wlio are in a 


position to knuw claim tlint this ia Go- 
uiez's fniTu, and they hulieve that the ar- 
tillery firing iieard yesterday was from the 
column of Spanish troops commanded by 
General Lineras, and believed to be in the 
neighborhood of Salud. Consequently, iu 
i.s believed that an important engagement 
may lie taking plnce, and. further infor- 
mation Is nnxious**' expected. 


The next news of importance is a con- 


firmation o£ the report from the eastern 
provinces that the iiiFitrfrent leaders Rubi, 
Joso Maeeo, Ghongo Rivero nnd others at 
the head of strong forces of insurgents 
from the province of Puerto Principe are 
moving eastward, apparently -with the in- 
tention of re-enforcing the insurgents now 
operating In thu neighborhood of Habana. 


Spaniards Chatiige Th«lr Tactics. 


T3ie presence of this adilitioual force of 


insurgents moving through tho province 
of Santa Clara and In the direction oE the 
province of Slatanzas will naturally pre- 
vent the Spanish commanders from send- 
•Ing into tho Habana district all tho troops 
they intended to draw from Santa. Clara 
and 
Matan/as,. with the intention of 


crushing the insurgents in this vicinity, 
anduvenrualiydrivingthem into the prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio, westward, until 
they were all caught in a position which 
would enable the Spaniard-; to either ex- 
terminate them or else force them to sur- 
render. 


This movement is a serior.s drawback 


to General Cnmpos, and lie has-had to 
meet it by sending back toward Santa 
Clara several columns of troops which 
were on their way through tho province of 
Matnnzus to re-enforce his forces in this 
vicinity. 


Several insurgent bands, numbering 


from 100 to 300 men, are reported to bnve 
gathered in tho provinces of Colon and 
Mutanzas, and all of these, it is under- 
stood, will help to swell the Rubi-Maceo 
forces. In auy case, it docs not- seem 
possible to deny that the insurrection id 
increasing iu importance every day, and 
practically the whole interior 
of 
the 


island, from east to wear, with the ex- 
ception of the large towns, is in possession 
of the insurgents. 


It is stated that General Antonio Maceo 


has plundered San Diego de Nunez, quite 
an important town a little,to the eastward 
nud southward of Bahia Honda. There 
seems no reason to doubt that'this report 
is true, and it shows that the insurgents 
uro extending their operations from the 
small towns TO much larger piuces in the 
province of Pinar del Rio. 


The Spanish version of the attack made 


by Gomez's forces upon Bejncal is that in 
spite of all the damage done by the enemy 
in burning houses, stores and 
EL railroad 


depot, after five hours of fighting and'a 
heroic defense- upon tho part of tho garri- 
son, only two of the latter were killed and 
10 wounded, while Gomez retired with nu- 
merous losses, after completing his day's 
work with burning a passenger train. 


Cepero a Prisoner. 


The Spaniards made an important cap- 


ture in tho -person of Joso Cepero, tho 
second in command of the Cuban column 
commanded by General Rego. Cepero, ib 
appears, was on his way from Cienfuegcs, 
iu tho province of Santa Clara, to Bata- 
bano, the port south of Hnbana, witb im- 
portant cormuumcutioiis from the Santa 
Clara insurgents to Gomez and Muceo. 


I The insurgent leader was traveling on the 


Spanish steamship Gloria under the name 


1 of .Lorenzo Dupuy, and had papers upon 


j him in that name, and showing on their 


I faco that he was an American citizen 


traveling in Cuba on business. 


Among tho officers who came on board 


the Gloria ut Batabano was a certain 
Lieutenant Monasterio. The latter and 
Cepero were old acquaintances—Cepero 
having promised, some time ago, to hung 
Lieutenant iionusterio ab the first oppor- 
tunity for having pushed Copero's insur- 
gents very hotly in a pursuit which the 
Spanish troops under the lieutenant car- 
ried out in Santa Clara. 


Cepero was arrested, and denied his 


j Identity^ claiming he was Lorenzo Dupuy, 


I an American citizen, and threatening his 
captors with tho vengeance oE the United 
States. 
All denials,, however, were in 


vain. The lieutenant said: "And so you 
promised to hang me, Cepero? "Well, we 
will see if we cannot hang you instead." 


The papers found upon him are said to 


bo of tho greatest importance, and will 
probably lead to the arrest of a number of 
prominent citizens, including several now 
residing in the province of Santa Clara. 


Communication Cut Off.
